Door-to-Door 
Salesmen May 
Be Vanishing

For Sam Dawson 
New York, June 11 (AP) — Is the 


door-to-door 
salesman vanishing 


from the American scene? 


Is the modern descendant of the 


old Yankee peddler fading into ob- 
livion? 


"No," say tho companies which 


depend on these people for distri- 
bution of their products. "If any- 
thing, their number is increasing." 


Proponents of "direct selling," 


the direct distribution of merchan- 
dise from factory to homo, profess 
to see a new opportunity for the 
time-tested doorbell-pushing techni- 
que in the current swing toward a 
buyers' market. 


Time was when a certain seg- 


ment of retail opinion believed the 
door-to-door salesman was on the 
way out — a victim of television. 
According to this theory, televised 
demonstrations of consumer prod- 
ucts and televised sales talks which 
could 
be 
viewed' by the house- 


wife in 'her home would make the 
home visits of the door-to-door ven- 
dov unnecessary. 


Today, 
however, TV is being 


sued to promote direct selling. 


Direct selling is big 
business. 


Total volume is estimated by the 
National Association of Direct sell- 
ing Companies at more than 10 
billion dollars a year. According to 
the 
National 
Better 
'Business 


bureau Inc., with which local bet- 
ter business bureaus across 
the 


country are ' alfiliated, more than 
6,000 American companies arc en- 
gaged' 
in direct 
selling with 
a 


total sales force of 1 1-2 million 
men and women. 


The Electrolux Co., easily the 


nation's biggest manufacturer of 
vacuum cleaners, employs 10,000 
door-to-door salesmen 


Avon Products Inc., 
cosmetics 


manufacturers, had sales last year 
of more than $35,800,000. Its prod- 
ucts are distributed' to American 
homes by 16,000 independent sales 
representatives, many 
of 
them 


housewives. "We haven't deviated 
from this system in 60 years," says 
George K. Graves Jr., Avon vice 
president. 
' Then there's' the Xibiquitous Ful- 
ler Brush man, backbone of 
the 


huge sales organization of Fuiler 
Brush Co of Hartford, Conn. A host 
of other 
house-to-house vendors 


peddle everything from lingerie to 
tailored suits, razor blades to wash- 
ing machines, kitchcnwaro to ster- 
ling silver, seeds to fire extinguish- 
ers. 


Direct selling has come a long 


way since the old Yankee peddler 
sold 
tinware, 
clocks, 
brooms, 


knives and cloth to frontier fami- 
lies. 


Want 
to 
give a parly? Some 


companies will send a'man to your 
home with all the fixings fori a 
full-course dinner, including flow- 
ers. It d'oesn't cost ypu a nickel. 
All you have to do is invite your 
friends and let the salesman show 
them the company's floor wax or 
furniture polish, pots and pans or 
plastic aprons. The salesman cooks 
and serves the meal — and washes 
the dishes. 


A constant headache to the di- 


rect selling people is the bad name 
given their profession by the oc- 
casional dishonest salesman, and 
the consequent enactment of local 
laws and ordinances which restrict 
direct selling. Some .20 years ago 
the town of Green , River, Wyo., 
adopted' an ordinance making it 'a 
misdemeanor for a person to visit 
a private home for the purpose 
of selling merchandise without hav- 
ing been invited. Similar ordinan- 
ces have since been declared con- 
stitutional in half a dozen states, 
unconstitutional in 11 others.
